Hap Shakspeare written nothing else besides the Tragedy of 
Othello, that alone would have immortalized him as a profound 
and accurate observer of human nature, as well as a master of 
the dramatic art. Of all the passions which sway the heart of 
man that of jealousy is that which embraces the widest and most 
diversified range of action, and of all the portraitures of this 
tyrannic passion, that which our immortal bard has presented to 
us in the character of the noble Moor is by far the most affect- 
ing, because the most exquisitely natural. In working the 
noble nature of Othello up to the extremity of passion, in 
exhibiting the conflict in his soul between confiding love and jea- 
lous hatred, between rage and tenderness, the poet has shewn 
the depth of his genius, and his vast power over the human 
heart. An actor who can discriminately grasp and present these 
extremes of passion, sometimes succeeding each other in instant 
succession, and sometimes diversified by all the finer fluctuations 
of intermediate feeling, must have a powerful imagination, and 
a genius of the highest order. Now Mr.Warde, who represented 
Othello last night, is by no means an actor of this grade, the task 
is quite beyond his powers, not that we mean to deny his suc- 
cessful execution of many passages, but, as a whole, this perform- 
ance could not be ranked above mediocrity. Mr. Macready is 
the only actor at present on the stage who might venture to 
tread in the footsteps of the late great Othello, (Mr. Kean,) but 
then we should be at a loss for an Jago. Mrs. Sloman was the 
Emilia, and acted with her usual methodical manner. ‘The 
Tragedy was followed by The Maid of Cashmere.
